and, scvompaniod by a German officer, 
made my" way through the town. Near 
tho. station: wera the Commander and 
Steff and many of tha military, dor >a 
.feod and ammunition train had jus) 
arrived.’ Suddenly shota mag ‘out “ice 
houses in tha neighbourhood of ths 
station. In ‘a. moment tho shooting was 
takeo up from housea oll over the town. | 

‘From the window of the third door 
of un hotel opposite tha station a machine 
gun opencd, fire, Ib waa impovsible to 
know which of tho civilians had taken 
part in the shooting, and from which 
houses they had find. Thorefore tho 


soldiers went into all- the houses, and |: 
immediately thero followed the most ter-.} 


ribla scones, of strovt «fighting. Every 
single civilian found with wespons, or 
suspected of fring, waa put to: death cn 
tho spot. Tho innocent euffered with the 
guilty. roo 

OLD MEN, SICK, AND WOMEN. 

“Thera waa no time for exhaustive 
inquiry. Old mer, sick people, women 
wero shot, In tho meanwhile, part of 
tho town was shollad dy artillery. Many 
buildings were acb on” firo by the shells. 
On other. potrol was poured and a match 
applied, Tho. Gorman officer advised mo 
© yo awny, 3 several howe being still 
induct mere fiting waa oxpeoted. 

* Under o strong cecort two groups uf 
men agi] womens arrived,-cach a hundred 
xtrony. “They wore stood in rows by the 

station, ond overy time a soldicr was 
shot in the town ten of thesa pitiful’ 
civilians. were slaughtered: ‘There was 
ho mercy. Tears aod pléadings wero in 
vain. Tho good suffered with. tho bad. 
At night the seena was terriblo, burning 
hnildingy, shedding a lurid glow over this 
town, which ‘was rang with tears of 
Wood, 

“This was no time for sleep. Tho 
Nsighd. of thix terribly aowfulness drove 
sway, ail thoughta and desire dor, post, 
Towards dawn the soldiers .took. posses 
sion of all buildings which not been 
destroyed. . 
STREWN WITD Dopmzs. 

“With the rising of the sun,I walked 
on the boulevards, ond saw them strewn. 
with bodies, many at them being of old 
people und pricats.’ Leaving Louvain for 
Tirlernont. . one — pasaed continuously 
through utterly devastated country." 

A Dutchman who esesped from Lov- 
German soldiers began looting averything 
began to demolish the houses and thr: 
German soldiers began lotting everything 
ho and his ‘little son hid in o cellar he- 
meath @ pile of pnoumatic tyres. One 
woman. took refuge in ao pit, ia which 
water was up to her waist. Such was the 
terrible plight of civiliana in Louvain 
Peeping ous they saw thab neighbours 
had been driven to’ the root of o burning 
building, where they perished. 

While still concealed in tho callar,tho 
Dutchman and his son discovered to their 
horror that the. house above them was 
in flames, The situation was terriblo, 
as’ tho, peopl, who. dared to leave thoir 
houses were shot like rabbita leaving 
burrows. They beard floor by floor, and 
then the root, crash down above them. 
The situation wag desperatd. It was 
‘impossible to remain in the cellar. 
Driven out by dire neceusity, they fled. 
They wers immediately stopped dda mili- 
tary rifles of tho ' prosont.'" 

AGONISED SCREAMS. 

“'Do'uot fire, IT om German,’’. anid 
the Dutchman in German, ‘seized with 
a sudden: inspiration. . Thia secured his 
safo conduct to the railway station. Tho 
journgy through tho town was,, said this 
refuges, “like walking through hell."” 
From burning houses he heard: agonised 
cries of these. perishing in tho condagra- 
tions. While bo wos waiting af. the 
station. filty people arrived there, driven 
by troops, who ssrerted they found them 
hiding in houses from which shote hdd 
been fired. Thess peoplo swore. ‘by all 
they held uncred they. wero |innocent,. 
but notwithutanding all were shot. The
